2. —New Members on election to pay One Pound One Shilling Entrance 
Fee, in addition to the usual Subscription of One Pound One Shilling, the 
Annual Subscription being payable in advance on the first day of April for 
the then current year. 

3. —Members may at any time become Life-Members by one payment of 
Ten Pounds Ten Shillings, in lieu of future Annual Subscriptions. 
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REPORT. 

In accordance with the constitution of the Society, the Council 
of the Auckland Institute have now to present to the Members 
their report for the past year. 

Twenty-two additional names have been placed on the register 
during the year. On the other hand, the losses by death or 
removal from the Province have been exceptionally heavy, so 
that there is but a slight increase in the total number of members. 
It is satisfactory, however, to notice that the Society still holds the 
premier place among the various branches of the New Zealand 
Institute, so far as regards the list of membership. 

Six meetings have been held during the session. The attend¬ 
ance was fair, considering the difficulty experienced in obtaining a 
full supply of papers for reading. The Council hope for a greater 
degree of activity among the working members of the Institute 
during the next session.

The Council are glad to report that the number of visitors to the 
Museum has largely increased during the year. This is doubtless 
in some measure due to the fine collection of plaster casts from 
the antique presented by Mr. T. Russell, C.M.G., and which now 
forms such an ornament to the Museum Hall. Full particulars 
of this valuable donation were given in last year’s report; and the 
Council have now only to state that the public interest then 
evinced has continued without abatement, and that the collection 
is certainly proving of great service to Auckland; not only as 
affording a real basis for Art education, but also as granting a 
means of rational enjoyment to all lovers of the beautiful. In 
connection with this subject, it should be mentioned that the Free 
School of Art established in the Institute Buildings last year by 
Dr. Campbell, with the view of enabling the public to take full 
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advantage of Mr. Russell’s donation, has been continued during 
the year, solely at his expense. From 15 to 20 students have been 
in regular attendance, and the instructor reports that the progress 
made is most encouraging. Art students in Auckland are certainly 
under great obligations to Dr. Campbell for his liberality in this 
matter. 


A full list of all additions to the Museum is appended; but 
those of special importance may be here briefly alluded to. 


Mammalia:—Some interesting Marsupials from New Guinea, 
collected by Mr. A. Goldie, have been added during the year. 
To Dr. Haast, of the Canterbury Museum, the Institute is 
indebted for a fine skeleton of a Giraffe, shortly to be set up for 
exhibition. A valuable collection of skeletons of the smaller 
mammals (and also of other vertebrata), forwarded in exchange by 
Prof. Flower, of the Museum of the Royal College of Surgeons, has 
arrived in Auckland, but is not yet landed. 

Birds :—185 Skins have been received during the twelve months. 
The most interesting of these is a collection of no species made 
by Mr. A. Goldie during his recent explorations in New Guinea ; 
and which has been purchased for the Museum, partly from the 
funds of the Institute, and partly from private subscription. A 
number of New Zealand Bird-skins have also been added, for the 
purpose of filling up blanks in the type collection, and for exchange. 
It should here be mentioned that the whole of the mammals and 
birds received during the last two years are still packed away in 
cases, the funds of the Institute not being sufficient to defray the 
salary of a taxidermist. 

Fishes and Reptiles :—Thanks are again due to Mr. Parsons, 
for a large and valuable series of specimens collected by him on 
the Island of Vavau. 


Invertebrata :—A very acceptable collection of South European 
land and fresh-water Shells, comprising nearly 300 species, has 
been received in exchange from Dr. von Kobelt of Frankfort 
on the Maine; but has not yet been unpacked, there being no 
cases available in which to place it. Thanks are also due to Dr. 
Haast, for allowing an extensive series of Shells to be selected from 
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the duplicates in the Canterbury Museum. In Insects, an addi¬ 
tional parcel of Lepidoptera from New Britain has been presented 
by the Rev. G. Brown, and also some interesting Polynesian species 
by Mr. W. H. Reynolds. 

Ethnology: —The Institute is indebted to Mr. J. T. Mackelvie 
for a large and varied collection of weapons, implements, clothing, 
&c., from the Niger River and other localities in Western Africa. 
The collection purchased from Mr. Goldie includes a number ot 
crania of the Papuans, and also a series of articles illustrating 
their manners and customs : these will be useful for comparison 
with Maori and Polynesian specimens. Mr. Justice Gillies has 
placed the Institute under further obligations by a second donation 
of Maori Carvings from Rotorua; while Mr. C. O. Davis contri. 
butes a fine set of Maori Flax Mats, in excellent preservation. 

Geology and Mineralogy :—There is nothing worthy of special 
mention under this heading, although several small contributions 
of New Zealand Rocks and Minerals have been received. 

Fittings :—The question of new fittings for the Museum will 
be one of the first matters for the consideration of the new Council. 
Not only has it been impossible to exhibit the many interesting 
articles received during the year, but there is no adequate accommo¬ 
dation for storing them, so that in many cases valuable specimens 
have to be kept in their original packages, at great risk of injury. 
Through the liberality of a few gentlemfin, a sum of nearly 
£50 has been subscribed towards the cost of new table-cases, 
the erection of which will be shortly proceeded with. This will 
in some measure relieve the difficulty, but to remove it altogether 
appears almost hopeless, unless assistance is granted from public 
funds. 

Library :—The Provincial Council Library, so long in the care 
of the Institute, is now vested in the City Council in trust for the 
people of Auckland. The City Council have not yet stated their 
intentions with respect to the Library, and in the meantime it is 
being kept open to the public as before. With regard to the 
Library of the Institute, the Council have to acknowledge the 
receipt of a grant of £45 10s. under the provisions of the Public 
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Libraries Subsidies Act; this amount has been expended in the 
purchase of standard scientific works. Some of these have been 
received, and the remainder are on their way from London. In 
this place the Council have especial pleasure in drawing attention 
to the very welcome donation received from Mr. J. T. Mackelvie 
of a complete set of the publication of the Royal Geographical 
Society—some 75 vols. in all. To obtain the publications of the 
chief Scientific Societies has long been one of the objects of the 
Institute, and Mr. Mackelvie’s donation is a most welcome move 
in this direction. 

The Council have now only to thank the members for the 
assistance and encouragement they have given to the objects of the 
Institute, and to express the hope that this will be again freely 
rendered during the next and succeeding years.
